NATURAL BEAUTY, 


The Care of the Hands. Part L 


By M. Elizabeth Roberts. 

Aristotle said, “The human, hand is 
the instrument of instruments which 
.enables man to make oil others and, 
.apply thorn to the most powerful and 
also the most delicate efforts. ’ ’ The 
.radical difference between the hand of 
juah and of the monkey, lies in the 
-thumb. In the human hand, the thumb 
has the “opposing power,* * which 
aneans that the thumb can be mado to 
touch the tip of each or any of the 
.other fingers on the same hand—the 
monkey’s thumb, is non opposable. 

The appearance of the hands is a 
true index to character,; and nothing 
betrays the absence of daintiness or 
neatness, like the neglect of the hands. 
Of course every one cannot possess a 
beautiful structural form of the hand, 
but Can Cultivate and beautify the ap¬ 
pearance of the bands no matter what 
fonii they may have* 

The physic hand Is the rarest and 
most beautiful of all. It is small, the 
pftlm: of medium size,. the fingers 
, without knots, the third phalange long 
and pointed, and the thumb small and 
well Shaped* This is ft beautifully 
shaped hand according '.0 an artistic 
point of view; still it mflst bft taken 
Care of to preserve its beauty; I 
Wotild like to say here, that these who 
possess this beautiful type of band, 
caniiOt always' boast of the most ster¬ 
ling characters. 

The philosophic hand belongs to the 
‘lover of truth, and the reality Of things, 
This hand has a medium sized palm, 
-Jfcs> flisfsn ■ knotty and . the third 
phalange aa obtuse cone verging ftl- 
mOst on the square* Naturally, the 
philosophic hand shoWs the absence of 
the symmetrical beauty of the physic 
type* The useful hand is similar to 
the philosophicj it is of medium size, 
but inclined to be large* When 
the Useful sand belongs to a person of 
artistic ability, the traits Of this hand 
hie very much modified. 

There are other Classes of hands 
called the necessary, the artistic afid 
the mixed hand#; but the description: 
I have given of the physic, philoso¬ 
phic and useful hands gives a good 
general idea of the structure Of the 
various type! of. hands. According 
ift the aft of palmoiogy, every hand 
can bo made to look charming by 
proper attention and treatment. 

it Is only during the yearn of child* 
hopd that-, the structural* ioriu of the 
hand fan ho;, changed .or .Improved* ,jn 
later life, the band is governed by the 


quality of the character. 

My purpose in this article is to help 
those who use their hands for their 
daily work and to teach the art of know¬ 
ing just what to do to make them look 
their best. 

In the first place, immaculate clean¬ 
liness is tho imperative rule for the 
Caro of tho hands. When you wash 
the hands, wash them thoroughly, and 
when drying them, rub the palm from 
the fingers toward the wrist, and the 
fingers from tho kunckles to the tips 
of the fingers; it will be no trouble to 
make this practice a habit. Never pull 
the fingers; it has a tendency to enlarge 
tho joints and knuckles, which is not 
& point of beauty—use tepid water for 
washing the hands and always be par¬ 
ticular to Use good soap, but fine bath 
powder is better for that contains no 
animal fat, Cheap soaps which con¬ 
tain a large per cent* of alkali arc 
abominations to the skin; those abound¬ 
ing in pure vegetable oils arc best. 

If tho hands feci uncomfortable or 
dry from some unusual work, rub them 
with a piece of lemon (which is an in¬ 
valuable requisite to the toilet stand) 
The juice of tho lemon softens and 
bleaches the skin. The juice of one 
lemon added to a table spoonful of 
glycerine la an excellent remedy for 
roughness of the hands* Xf the glyc¬ 
erine does not agree with your skin 
(and it does not with many,) use the 
lemon alone. 

If the hands are chapped or tender 
from unusual work or exposure in the 
cold air, massage them at night with 
some good Cold cream just before re- 
tiring, putting oh an old pair of gloves 
larger than your usual size--~-in , the 
morning you . will find all traces .off the 
tenderness gone. 

If your fingers are quite square at 
the Ups, you Can improve them by 
massaging them every night with tie 
cream, rubbing them f rom the knuckles 
to the tips rthd pinching the tips to 
make the cushions: round. The Breach 
women: put on thimbles to fit each 

finger snugly, cover the hands with 
soft,gloves and let the thimbles re- 
main oh all night, bat this method 
seems too much like vanity to be 
practiced by our practical American 
Women. 

Chronic redness of the hand is often 
the result of lack of ckerclse to pro¬ 
mote circulation. 

If the hands aft thin and boayj 
massage -them every night With good, 
fitsfi food Or olifi Pit, being earefui 
to : follow my direction#, rubbing the 
palm# fo the wrists nd the fingers 
from Hie knuckles to tie fi’ngeV tips—^ 
this will preserve the correct shape of 


tho hand. 

Every woman can possess attractive 
hands. It all dopends upon the csic 
sho takes of them. The hand has bocn 
colled the second face, for the reason 
that it is a reliable Index to a person’s 
habits, occupation and character. 

Belzao wrote, “People of superior 
minds (or intellect), always have 
beautiful hands.’* This docs not mean 
that all beautiful bands belong to the 
physic or artistic types. 

In another article I will give practi¬ 
cal common sense advice upon tho 
treatment and care of the nails. 


Miss Roberts has in this article given 
us some information regarding the 
theories of palmistry, as well ns practi¬ 
cal hints as to the proper Cafe of the 
hands.

One of the best of the series of 
lectures thus far, was given at tho 
TJniversalist church, Dtxfield, Thursday 
evening, Jan 3rd, by Prof. A. N. 
Leonard -of Bates College. Owing to 
the inclemency of tho weather the 
audience was small. The charming 
personality and eloqueuco of the man 
added to the interest of the lecture, 

* < Martin Lutho: and the Reformation. ’ ’ 
Mr , Leonard Spoke in part as follows I 

» f Not so very many years ago it was 
my happy good fortune to be traveling 
and tramping with two college chums 
through the Berest of Thuringia, Our 
objective point on a certain day in 
September was tho little town of 
Eisenach; a town olalmed by some to 
be the finest point In the Thuringian 
Forest. 

“As we leave the depot and its train 
of steam cars, so suggestive of the 
20th century, wo &r# transported along 
tbo paths of time with ; oven-longue 
boots and are soon surrounded with 
memorials of the 14 th, 15th and 18th 
centuries. Yes, before re finish our j 
walk, wo shall have to doff Our hats in 
rcrcreaco before an aged Castle of the 
11th century. As wo pass the market¬ 
place with its largo fountain and gilt 
Statue Of St. George, we corns to tho 
Luther Square, and a house in which it 
[is said that Luther, while attending 
school here in 14S9, lived with Prnn: 
Ursula Cotta. 

“Germany is a land of castles, num-; 
erons. and famous. I know of no 
other land with So many castles; no 
other land whose castles total up such 
.a Vast Bum of interest as: the castles 
of Germany. In the Warthburg 
castle, says tradition, there once oc¬ 
curred a fame-,- minstrel** eoatsat , la 
which the rival minstrels of Gormany 
sang in contest for the hand of tho 
lovely Elizabeth, daughter of Herman, 
Landgrave of Thuringia. But tho rest 
of our (ourista are anxious to see a 
littio small room, bare of adornment, 
severe In its furnishings, and on th* 
whole rather uninviting. Wo are 
standing in tho Luther room; we are 
leaning against the same table at 
which he worked; we can even 500 and 
feci that much talked about ink spot 
on the wall, at which Luther threw 
the ink well at tho devil 

“Tho Reformation is one of the 
four most prominent events of modern 
history. Tho other three are; Tho 
Invasion of the Barbarians, which 
blended the German and Romanic ele¬ 
ments of civilization, and subjected the 
new nations to the influence of Chris¬ 
tianity; thp Crusades, which broke up 
the stagnation of European society, 
and the Prench Revolution, a tremen¬ 
dous struggle for political equality. 
The Reformation, liko these other great 
social convulsions was long in prepara¬ 
tion. 

“Even ns early as the 11th century, 
there were events happening, winch are 
now Interpreted as ominous of nn ap¬ 
proaching religious revolution. There 
were individuals long before the time 
of Luther, who may easily bo called 
radical reformers; the most notable of 
such men was John Wieliffe, who lived 
nearly 15(5 years before Luther. 

“An event of great importance was 
the Revival of Learning, This great 
intellectual change emlnated from 
Italy as its fountain, and the throe 
great writers who introduced this new 
era of culture were Dante, Potrach 
and Boccaccio. 

“The Humanists were slow in gain¬ 
ing a foothold la ihe Universities, for 
Theology held the supremo attention, 
ttt 1502 the Blester, Frederick of Sax¬ 
ony organised ft University at Wellen 
berg. This new institution was from 
the first favorable to biblical studies 
ftiid gave ft hospitable reception to the 
teachers Of classical learning. Here 
was to he the hearth stone of the Re¬ 
formation. The foremost representa¬ 
tive Of Humanism, the incarnation, fts 
It were, of its genius, was Erasmus. 
Ho produced tho first and for a long 
time the only critical edition of the 
New Testament it the original. Ho 
paraphrased the Bpistie to the Bomans, 
that great Epistle, ott which above ail, 
tho Reformation moved. 

“Wo cannot limit Providence. Tho 
work was to lie done* Tim world in¬ 
terest demanded it. Had there been 
io Luther, ft Luthei would have been 
raised Up to do the work. But there 
was ft Blither and as far as human eye 
can See, he was the Only living matt 
competent to accomplish the Reforma- 
tion. From his childhood Luther ’.-as 
trained to fear God, reverence truth 
and honesty, and hate hypocrisy and 

lies. 

1 Put in the last analysis, no birth, 
10 blood, or education could fit a man 
to b® tho reformer necessary (0 tho 
occasion. The church had fallen into 
all manner of evils, and to effect a rm 
covery the reformer should experience 
what was to fee witnessed and taught*

“Hbw Luther came to these prin¬ 
ciples is one of the most vital .chapter's 
hi history. Bis father had designed 
him for the law, and Luther had well 
advanced on this lino of study wh«a a 
sudden ehattgo came over bis life* Of 
a natural religloua iCUijser and train¬ 
ing, educated in a creed which em¬ 
phasized man’s fears rather than the 
possibility of spiritual peace, Luther 
fell into great terrors of conscience. 
Several occurrences contributed to this; 
for example; (1) Hu fell, sick and 
was likely to die. (2) A bosom friend 
of hid was suddenly killed. Alt this 
made. him. think how it would be with 
him if called to stand before God In 

■ judgment; and bo was filled with mS&rra* 
(3) One day ho was overtekea by a 
terrific thunder storm of unwanted 
violence. The scene presented to his 
imagination all tho horror* of th* 
medieval Ideas of Ihe last day. Hi 
Vowed before heaven that if his life _ 
was spared: he would devote himself to 
the Ivntion of souls :>y becoming a 
monk The experience was n serious 
one to the young man, and out of it 
ultimately grow the Reformation, 

“It Is doubtful If ever aft Inmate of 
ft cloister was more sincere, more tfiC- 
aoting with himself and the demands 
f his religion as ho saw them, ihan 

■ WAS Luther. But he. found no peace, 
yet at length, ho found relief through 
the loving word* of John StenpiU/ric*-?- 
general Of the Augastinians In Saxony*- 
The vicar bade the young brother look 
at the love of Christ and lot tho pen¬ 
ances go. 

“And so at last the right nerve wn* 
touched. Tho true word of deliver¬ 
ance was brought home to Luther’* 
understanding. Luther did not know 
what it all meant, nor whither it would 
all lead. Ho was innocent of any 
thought ot being ft reformer. But In 
essence tho great reformer was born, 
born in Luther’s soul. 

“ Years of fruitful labor followed; 
large proportions of tho Scriptures 
were expounded by* tho skillful theo¬ 
logian. In 1515, he waft chosen Vicar 
of the district of Melssln and Tavrla- 
gla* Ho endeared himself till more 
to the hearts of hi* people by tho at¬ 
tendance upon them during a deadly 
plague. 

“Leo had recently been made Pope. 
By breeding and desire, be longed for 
ft reign and luxury that would equal 
Solomon or tho Cesser*. Tor 8(50 
years the popes had from time to time 
resorted to the selling of pardons on 
consideration of payments or services 
to tho church. Tho act of pro¬ 
claiming and distributing tho pardons 
was committed to the famous and in¬ 
famous John Tctzel. He was a Doml- 
Cftu prior, long experienced lu tho busi¬ 
ness. 

“Luther was on ft tour of inspection 
in. his official capacity, when he first 
heard of these shameful act*. When 
the infamous Tctzel tamo near Witten* 
berg, some of Lather’s parishioners 
heard him, and bought hi* absolution*. 
At* the next confession before Luther, 
he refused to forgive them unless they 
vere contrite and promised to amend 
their evil ways. 

“The time for outspoken words and 
decisive action had come; his mind was 
made up and he determined to Speak 
from the pulpit. His words went to 
the end* of the earth. Those who 
listened were, deeply affected. The 
audience was with him in conviction, 
but many trembled for the result.
